CONDENSATION CONTROL IN 


HOUSING AND HOME FINANCE AGENCY 


Economic conditions and material shortages have increased the tend- 
dency to construct tight, insulated dwellings of modest size which favor 
the development of relatively high humidities within the structure and 
are more subject to condensation problems than older, larger buildings. 
Methods of controlling condensation have thus become extremely im- 
portant to both the builder and the home buyer. 

This article shows how to control condensation by means of vapor 
barriers and proper ventilation. Since thermal insulation and vapor 
barriers are sometimes combined in house construction, good practices 
in using insulation are also included. 

The methods illustrated are based on studies by the Forest Products 
Laboratory and the Housing and Home Finance Agency and on observa- 
tions made over many years of buildings involved in moisture problems.

FACTORS IN THE 
CONDENSATION PROBLEM 


Condensation control in dwellings is 
often accomplished by the proper use 
of vapor barriers, ventilation or a com- 
bination of both. Vapor barriers are 
membranes, aluminum or oil paint 
films, rubber base paints, metallic 
sheets, or other materials or coatings 
that prevent objectionable amounts of 
water vapor from being absorbed or 
transmitted through walls, floors, and 
ceilings. Vapor barriers are no better 
than their quality nor thoroughness of 
their installation. They should be se- 
lected for quality and should be care- 
fully placed. Ventilation is suitable fo: 
reducing water vapor concentration in 
attics and in unheated crawl spaces be- 
low living quarters, In some dwellings 
it is desirable to provide ventilation for 
living quarters in order to lower the 
relative humidity and thereby reduce 
condensation hazards. :

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Careful Home Color 
Styling Urged 


Color styling of homes should be un- 
dertaken with the same amount of care 
given to design, site planning, land 
scaping, production and financing. 

That is the belief of Beatrice West. 
professional color consultant Miss 
West has done the color planning of 
more than 25,000 houses for 108 build 
ers in 19 states. 

“Color is a paramount consideration 
in architecture and frequently makes 
the difference between success and 
failure in planning a home,” Miss West 
savs. “To be successful in this respect, 
a home must have a distinctive appear 
ance 

“Quite naturally, color planning 
should begin with the roof and work 
down. Because the roof is the largest 
unbroken area normally visible, the en 
tire color scheme of a house will fail 
if the roof color is not right 

‘The blended colors in asphalt 
shingles offer the widest latitude in se 
lecting colors for sidewalls and trim 
material. A blended color is exactly 
what the word ‘blend’ implies—a mix 
ture of colors which readily harmonizes 
with a wide range of other hues.” 

Miss West, who is director of in 
terior design and color coordination for 
the Rahr Color Clinic, New York, ad 
vises taking particular care to avoid 
monotony and to use colors which 
combine pleasingly with those of ad- 
jacent homes 

Miss West’s work consists princi- 
pally of color design for builders of 
large residential projects. American 
Builder says she considers the orienta- 
tion of each house, the exposure of 
each room, regional color preferences, 
color trends, human reactions to color 
and other factors which influence color 
acceptance. 

She suggests a minimum number of 
different colors but advises combining 
these colors in a maximum number of 
ways to provide diversity of appearance 
without increasing the price which the 
home buyer must pay.
